Response to After-Final Amendment 

Applicant has argued that there is no suggestion in Davis for such a replacement 
of using a compound having fluorine and carbon in a molecule, as stated in the office 
action, it would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to modify Ha by 
using CF4, CFaCb. or similar etchants as disclosed by Davis, because Davis teaches 
that to do so will optimize etch rate and improve uniformity. Furthermore, because both 
are taught to be useful for the same purpose, etching the tungsten, it would have been 
obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to use one of etchants (such as CF4) or 
combinations thereof. 

In light of the comments above, the obviousness rejections based on Ha and 
Davis are maintained. 
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
